After the reftoration of King ’ 

thofe who were at the hc#m, minding mSney’ 
more than merit, our author found that 
in Juvenal to be exailly verified in nira- 
felf: 

Haud facile emergunt, quorum virtutibus obftat 

Res anguAa domi : * 

And being endued with that innate modefty, 
which rarely finds promotion inPrinces* courts. 
He became Secretary to Richard Earl of 
Carbiuy, Lord Prefident of the Principality 
of Wales, who made him Steward of Lud- 
low-caftle, when the court there was revived. 
About this time he married one Mrs. Her- 
bert, a Gentlewoman of a very good family, 
but no widow, as the Oxford antiquary has 
reported : fhe had a competent fortune, but 
it was moft of it unfortunately loft, by being 
put out on ill fecurities, fo that it was of little 
advantage to him. He is reported by the 
antiquary to have been Secretary to his Grace 
George Duke of Buckingham, when he 
was Chancellor to the imiverlity of Cam- 
bridge ; but whether that be true or no, it is 
certain, the Duke had ■ a great kindnefs for 
him, and was often a benefaifor to him, 
Put no man was a more generous friend to 
him, than that Mec^enas of all learned and 
witty men, Charles Lord.Buckhurft, the 
late Ear) of Dorfet and Middle fex, who, 
being hirnfelf an excellent poet, knew how 
to fet a juft vahie upon the ingenious per- 
formances of otlv rS| and has ofte^ taken care 
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‘ privj^iy to relieve and fupply the neceflities 
^orthofe, wliofe moJefty would endeavour to 
gonceal tliem; of which our author was a 
fignal inftance, as feveral others have been, 
•whb ar^ now living. In fine, the integrity 
of his life, the acutenefs of his wit, and 
eafinefs of his converfation, had rendered 
him mofl acceptable to all men ; yet he 
prudently avoided a multiplicity of acqiiaint- 
ancl*, and wifely chofe fuch only whom his 
difeerning judgment could diftinguifh (as Mr. 
Cowley exprefleth it) 

From the great vulgar or the final!. 

And having thus lived to a good old age, 
admired by all, though perfonally known to 
few, he departed this life in the year 1680, 
and was buried at the charge of his good 
friend Mr. Long u evil of the Temple, in 
the yard belonging to ,the church ot« St, 
Paul’s Covent-garden, at the weft end of the 
laid yard, on the north fide under the wall 
of the faid church, and under that wall 
which parts the yard from the common liigh- 
way. And fince he has no monument yet fet 
up for him, give me leave to borrow his 
epitaph from that of Michafi. Drayton 
the poet, as the author of Mr. Cowley’s 
has partly done before me : 

And though no monument can claim 
To be the treafurer of thy na^e j 
This work, which ne’er will die, fliall be 
An OPcrlafting monument td thee.

great truth as antiquity, ijt being 
ccitam, that all the ac^ired learning ima^ 
ginable is infiifTicient to compleat a u^Vt, 
without a natural gem us and piopenfity to fo 
noble and fiibhme an art. And we inay, 
without offence, obferve, that many vciy 
Icai ned men, who4iave been ambitious to be 
thought poets, have only rendered thenifelves 
obnoxious to that faryiical inlpiration our 
author wittily invokes . 

Which made them, tho* it ivere in fpight 
Ot nature and then ffars, to write 
On the other fidt, feme who have had very 
little human learning, but were endued with 
a luge flute ot natural wit and parts, have 
betome the inoft celebrated * poets of the 
ape they lived in But, as thcle laff are, 
Eat ns a*viT tn urns, fo, when the mufes 
hate notdifdaincd ifiiffances of other aits 
and fciences, we are then blefled with ihofc 
laff mg monuments ot wit andltaining, which 
may jufMy claim a kind ot cternitv upon e irth, 

' And our author, had his modefly per nutted 
him, might, with Ho&ac^, have laid, 

Exegt monumentum arre peicnnius: 

Or, with Ovid, 

Jamque <^u5 exegi, quod nec Jovta ira, nec igais, 

Ntc potenL ferrum, nec edax abolerc veLuffas, 

The author of this celebrated poem was of 
this laff compofftion : lor although he had not 
the happinels ot nn academical education, as 
\ 

' J)jhfernpft, &.c. 
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fome affirm, it may be perceived, thfough- 
€11 1 his whole^poem,' that he had read much, 
an^ was very well accomplifhed in the moft 
ufbft,! parts of human learning. 

Rapin (in his reflexions) Ipeaking of the 
ncccflary qualities belonging to a poet, tells 
us, he muft have a genius extraordinary; 
great natural gif^ ; a wit juft, fruitful, pierc- 
ing, Iblid and univerfal ; an underftanding 
cleac and diftinX ; an imagination neat and 
pleafant ; an elevation of foul, that depends 
not only on art or ftudy, Uut is purely the 
gift of heaven, which muft be fuftained by a 
lively fenfe and vivacity ; judgment to con- 
fider wifely of things, and vivacity for the 
beautiful expreflion of them. See. 

Now, how jiiftly this character is due to 
our author, we leave to the impartial reader, 
and thofc of* nicer judgment, who had the 
happinefs to be more intimately acquainted 
with him. 

The reputation of this incomparable poem 
is fo thoroughly eftabliftied in the world, that 
it would be iuperfl nous, if not impertinent, 
to endeavour any panegyric upon it. King 
Charles II. whom the judicious part of 
mankind will readily acknowledge to be a 
fovereign judge of wit, was fo great an ad 
mirer of it, that he would often pleafantly 
quote it in his , cun verfation. However, fince 
moft men have a curiofity to have fome ac- 
count of fuch aiionymous authors, whofe 
compofitjons have been eminent for wit or 
learningi^ we have, for their information, fub-

OAMUEI^ BUTJLER, the author of this 
excellent poem, was born in the parifh of 
Stremliam, in the county of Worcelter, and 
baptized there the 13th of Feb. 1612. »His 
father, who was of the fame name, was an 
honefl: country fiirmer, who had fome fmall 
eftate of his own, but rented a much greater 
of the Lord of the manor where he lived. 
However, perceiving in this fon an early in- 
clination to learning, he made a ihift to have 
him educated in the free-fchool at Worcefter, 
under Mr. Henrv Bright; where having 
pafled the ufual time, and being become an 
excellent fchool-fcholar, he went for fome 
little time to Cambridge, but was never 
matriculated into that iiuiverfity, his father’s 
abilities not being fuflicient to be at the 
t:harge of an academical education ; fo tli^t 
our author leturned fooninto his native coun- 
ty, and became clerk to one Mr. Jefterys of 
Earls-Croom, an eminent Jiifticc of the l^ace 
for that county, with whom he lived fome 
years, in an eafy and no contemptible fervice. 
Here, by th^ indulgence of a kind mafter, he 
had fiifficient leifure to apply himfelf to 
whatever learning his inclinations led *him, 
which were chiefly hiflory and poetry ; to 
which, for his diverfion, he joit^d iii'ufic and 
A 3 
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minting; and 1 have feen fome pi6IureSy 
laid to DC of his dra^«ring» which remained in 
thuf family ; which 1 mention not for the 
excellency of them, but to fatisfy the reader 
(»f Ms early inclinations to that noble art ; 
for which alfo he was afterwards entirely be- 
loved by Mr. Samuel Cooper, one of the 
moft eminent painters of his time. 

He was after this recommended to that 
great cncourager of learning, Elizabeth^ 
Countefs of Kent, where he had not only 
the opportunity to confult all manner of 
learned books, but to converfe alfo with 
that Jiving library of learning, the great Mr, 
Selden. 

' Our author lived fome time alfo with Sir 
SamurlLuke, who was of an ancient family 
in Bedfbrdfhire; but, to his difhofiour, an 
eminent Commander under the Ufurper Oli- 
ver Cromwell r'iind then it was, as 
inibmied, he compofed this’ loyal Poem, 
though fate, more than choice, feenis 
rfilire placed him in the fervice of a 
nght lo notorious, both in his perfon and’ 
politics, yet, by the rule of contraries, . one 
may obferve throughout his whole Poem, 
that he was moil orthodox, both in his religion 
and loyalty. And 1 am the more induced to 
believe he wrote it about that time, becaiife 
lie had then the opportunity to <foiivcrfe with 
.thofe living charadters of rebellion, nonfenfe, 
j^and bypocrify, which he fo lively and pa- 
"ffaeticalfy^ expofes throughout the whole

And choak with fumes of Guinf:y-pepper ; 
Make Icachers and their punks with dewtry, 
Commit phantaflical advowtry j f 

Bewitch ^ Hermetick-men to rurt 
Stark haring mad with manicon; 

Believe mechanick Virtuofi 335 

Can raife ’em mountains in ' Potosi ; 

And, fillier than the antick fools, 

Take treafiire for a heap of coals : 

Seek out for plants w^ith fignaturcs, 

To quack of iiniverfal cures: 33O 

With figures ground on panes of gUifs 
Make people on their heads to pals ; 

And mighty heaps of coin increafe, 

Reflc6led from a lingle piece, 

To draw in fools, whole nat’ral itches 335 
Incline perpetually to witches ; 

And keep me in continual fears, 

And danger of my neck and ears ; 

When lefs delinquent have been fcourg’d^

As others of bus tribe had done, 

And rais’d their prices three to one i 
I’^or one preditling pimp has th’ odds

For (as Ionic write) a witch’s gholl, 

As foon as from the body look’d, 380 

Becomes a puiney-inip itfelf, 

And is another witch’s elf, 

He, ‘after fcarching far and near, 

At lejngth found one m Lancashirf, 

With* whom he bargain’d betbre-hand^ , 385 
And, after hanging, entertain’d; 
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Since which h* has play’d a thoufand feats. 
And practis’d all mcchaniqjc cheats, 
Transform’d himfelf to th’ ugly fhapes 
Of wolves and bears, baboons and apes, 390 
Which he has vary’d more than witches, 

Or Pharaoh’s wizards con’d their Twitches ; 
And all with whon\ h’ has had to do, 

Turn’d to as monflrous figures too. 

Witnefs niyfelf, whom h* has abus’d, 395 
And to this beaflly fliape reduc’d, 

By feeding me on beans and peale, 

He crams in nafiy crevices. 

And turns to comfits by his arts, 

To make me rclifh for dilFerts, 400 

And one by one, witji ftiame and fear, 

Lick, up the candy’d provender. 

Bcfide But as h’ was running on, 

To tell what other feats Ii’ had done, 

The Lady ftopt his full career, 405 

And told him now ’twas time to hear : 

If half thofe things (faid flie) be true— ^

Surpriz'd him meanly, unprepar’d, 

Before h’ lud time to mount his guard ; 

And left him dead upon the ground, 429
